IDENTIFICATION. 


56. In order to establish the identity of pene appearing 

before him, the registering officer shall require the best testimony 

rable. The testimony of persons known to himself, or of persons 

in a public position, such as zemindars, court officials, pleaders, &e., is 
better than that of unknown and obscure persons. 

57. Registering officers should be very cautious in accepting the 
testimony and statements of so-called mukhtars, who are not enrolled 
as such, when appearing before them for the purpose of identifying 

ersons. 

“ 58. It is not sufficient for the registering officer to record the 

statement of any witness the parties may choose to produce. He must 

satisfy himself that the witness is really eC ep with the person or 
' persons whom he is produced to identify. The name of the person to he 

identified must be stated to the identifier, and he should be clearly 

and specifically asked whether that person is or is not the person that 

he professes himself to be. 


DELAY IN PRESENTATION AND APPEARING. 


59. WScerions 23, 24, 25, 26 and 34.—Section 25 refers to doouments 
executed out of British India, and is noticed below.

executant in due time (sections 24 and 34, Proviso). e two periods 
are quite distinct, and are given for different purposes and at different 
stages in the procedure of registration.

IDENTIFICATION. 


56. In order to establish the identity of persons appearing 

before him, the registering officer shall require the best testimony 

rocurable, The testimony of persons known to himself, or of persons 
in a public position, such as zemindars, court officials, pleaders, &c., is 
better than that of unknown and obscure persons. 

57. Registering officers should be very cautious in accepting the 
testimony and statements of so-called mukhtars, who are not enrolled 
as such, when appearing before them for the purpose of identifying 
persons.

DELAY IN PRESENTATION AND APPEARING. ° 

59.  Seetions 23, 24, 25, 26 and 34,.— Section 245 refers to documents 

executed out of British India, and is noticed below. With regard to 

all other documents the law requires (sections 23 and 34, clause 1), 

that both the presentation for registration and the appearence of the 

executant shall take place within four months from the date of execu- 

tion. But in order to avoid hardship in certain cases, it also provides 

that a further period of four months shall be allowed, subject to a 

fine: (1) when a document cannot be presented within the first four 

‘ months owing to urgent necessity or unavoidable accident (section 24) ; 

and (2) when after a document has been presented, the executants, 

owing also to urgent necessity or unavoidable accident, cannot appear, 

or cannot be made to appear, to admit execution (section 34, Proviso), 

In cases of urgent necessity or unavoidable accident, therefore, a delay 

of four months is allowed for presentation, and a similar delay for 

appearance ; and both periods may be allowed for the same document, 

if an urgent necessity or an unavoidable accident occurs to prevent 

both the presentation of the document and the appearence of the 

executant in due time (sections 24 and 34, Proviso). The two periods 

are quite distinct, and are given for different purposes and at different 

stages in the procedure of registration. This distinction is important ; 

and if it is borne in mind, the following instructions will be readily 
understood. .

In a@cofdance with suggestions cortained in a report to the High Court, signed 
by Mr. Justice “ if§on and Mr. Justice Trevelyan, on their inspection of tue Calcutta 
Small Cause Court, a new system will, on and after the 28th October 1886, be tried for 
the purpose of revising the list of cases which come daily into the court. 

All ‘*summone cases will, on the returnable date of the summons, come before one 

- only of the Judges, who will revise the whole list of the court for each day. 

He will go through the list, enter ‘‘ compromises,” make decrees in cases in which 
the defendant does not appear, give fresh summonses in cases where the summons has 
not been served, grant necessary postponements, ascertain what causes are defended, and . 
dispose oI any cases which, in his judgment, can be disposed of summarily, 

This ‘would leave the whole time of the other Judges free for the trial of defended 
causes, Thedefended causes will be assigned by the Judge revising the list to the lists 

% of the different Judges on the earliest possible days, and will be adjourned by him to 
those days. The Judge revisiug the list will have before him the list of each Judge for 
each day, so far as already filled up, and will arrange that there should always be a suffi- © 
cient number of cases, say 25 or 30, on each Judge’s list. Each of the other Judges will ~ 
thus have*each day his list of defended cases provided for him. When a second sum- 
mons has been granted, the case will, on the new return day, come again before the Judge 

_ who-revises the list for that day. 
, If uider this system a Judge should at any time find his list becoming clogged, 
he will communicate with the revising Judge, and inform the latter that be must have 
a day ordays left clear to enable him to pull up, Thus if on the first of the month a Judge 
finds that his lists were getting blocked, and chat it will take a day to get them clear, he will 
tell the revising Judge that this is the case. The latter, when revising thé lists of the 
Judge in question, may se that they are already filled, say up to the 9h: he will leave 
“the 10th blank. The Judge who had found himself blocked, knowing that the 10th 
~ would be a clear day, will use his discretion :-he will either go on as usual up to the 10th, 
trusting to clear himseit on that day, or will adjourn a sufficient number of cases to that 
day to enable him to take the other cases as nearly as possible on their proper dates.

CALCUTTA SMALL CAUSE COURT. 


NOTICE. 


In accordance with suggestions cortained in a report to the High Court, signed 
by Mr. Justice “ ilson and Mr. Justice Trevelyan, on their inspection of tne Calcutta 
Small Cause Court, a new system will, on and after the 28th October 1886, be tried for 
the purpose of revising the list of cases which come daily into the court. 

All summons cases will, on the returnable date of the summons, come before one 
only of the Judges, who will revise the whole list of the court for each day. 

He will go through the list, enter “compromises,” make decrees in eases in which 
the defendant does not appear, give fresh summonses in cases where the summons has 
not been served, grant necessary postponements, ascertain what causes are defended, and 
dispose or any cases which, in his judgment, can be disposed of summarily. 

This would leave the whole time of the other Judges free for the trial of defended 
causes. The defended causes will be assigned by the Judge revising the list to the lists 
of the different Judges on the earliest possible days, and will be adjourned by him to 
those days. The Judge revising the list will have before him the list of each Judge for 
each day, so far as already filled up, and will arrauge that there should always be a suffi- 
cient number of cases, say 25 or 30, on each Judge’s list. Each of the other J udges will — 
thus have each day his list of defended cases provided for him. When asecond sum- © 
mons has been granted, the case will, on the new return day, come again before the Judge 
who revises the list for that day. 

If under this system a Judge should at any time find his list becoming clogged, — 
he will communicate with the revising Judge, and inform the latter that he must have — 
a day or days left clear to enable him to pull up. Thus if on the first of the month a Judge 
finds that his lists were getting blocked, and chat it will take a day to get them clear, he will _ 
tell the revising Judge that this is the case. The Jatter, when revising the lists of the 
Judge in question, may see that they are already filled, say up to the 9th: he will leave 
the 10th blank. The Judge who had found himself blocked, knowing that the 10th 
would be a clear day, will use his discretion : he will either go on as usual up to the 10th, 
trusting to clear himseli on that day, or will adjourn a sufficient number of cases to 
day to enable him to take the other cases as nearly as possible on their proper dates.

CALCUTTA SMALL CAUSE. COURT. 


vA NOTICE, 

In accordance with suggestions cortained in a report to the High Court, signed 
by Mr. Justice Wilson and Mr. Justice Trevelyan, on their inspection of the Calcutta 
Small Cause Court, a new system will, on and after the 28th October 1886, be tried for 
the purpose of revising the list of cases which come daily into the court. 

All summons cases will, on the returnable date of the summons, come before one 
only of the Judges, who will revise the whole list of the court for each day. 

He will go through the list, enter “compromises,” make decrees in cases in which 
the defendant doés not appear, give fresh summonses in cases where the summons has 
not been served, grant necessary postponements, ascertain what causes are defended, and 
dispose ot any cases which, in his judgment, can be disposed of summarily. 

This would leave the whole time of the other Judges free for the trial of defended 
causes. The defended causes will be assigned by the Judge revising the list to the lists 
of the different Judges on the earliest possible days, and will be adjourned by him to 
those days. The Judge revising the list will have before him the list of each Judge for 
each day, so far as already filled up, and will arrange that there should always be a sufli- 
cient number of cases, say 25 or 30, on each Judge’s list. Each of the other Judges will 
thus have each day his list of defended cases provided for him. When a second sum- 
mons has been granted, the case will, on the new return day, come again before the Judge - 
who revises the list for that day. 

If under this system a Judge should at any time find his list becoming clogged, 
he will communicate with the revising Judge, and inform the latter that he must have 
a day or days left clear to enable him to pull up. Thus if on the first of the month a Judge 
finds that his lists were getting blocked, and chat it will take a day to get them clear, he will 
tell the revising Judge that this is the case, The latter, when revising the lists of the 
Judge in question, may se that they are already filled, say up to the 9th: he will leave 
the 10th blank. The Judge who had found himself blocked, knowing that the 10th 
would be a clear day, will use his discretion : he will either go on as usual up to the 10th, 
trusting to clear himseii on that day, or will adjourn a sufficient number of cases to that 
day to enable him to take the other cases as nearly as possible on their proper dates. 


ADJOURNMENTS. 


No “costs of the day ” will be allowed on adjournments. 
Nor will adjournments be allowed, even by consent, except upon good cause shown.
